As it has devolved on him to do, 
he fervently prayed that ail those who might fre- 
quent that Holy Place of Worship when erccted, 
might not only be hearers, but doers, of that 
Blessed Word, which alone is able to make them 
wise unto Salvavion—and let it be their chief care 
so to live in this world, that, having served God, 
on Earth, they might look forward to the blessed 
hope of inhabiting that Glorious Building, a House 
not made with hands, eternal in the Heavens.” 


The Rev. A. E. Eckel, standing on the 
stone, offered up a prayer, invoking a hlessing 
upon the building about to be erected; alter 
which, the Rev. J. G. Muhlhauser addressed 
those present at some length, and said 


There were no positive directions in the Scrip- 
tures as to the laying of a corner stone; but it 
had been the custom of their forefathers to use 
certain religious ceremonies on such occasions, 
and' they could not do better than follow their ex- 
ample. They would prove to the world that they 
valued their religion, and were anxious to secure 
to their children those Christian ordinances which 
their ancestors had secured to them. Devout 
men had erected houses for the worship of God, 
and bad separated them from common use for the 


| more decent celebration of the Christian ordi- 


nances. This being the case, they could not doubt 
= that such pious works were approved of by 
1m. 

[The Reverend Gentleman then alluded to his 
Excellency’s having laid the corner stone, and said 
that the house which they had that day dedicated 
to the blessed and undivided Trinity was designed 
for the preaching of Christ erucified.] 

‚The ‚present occasion (he continued) became 
still more important when they considered that it 
was the laying of a corner stone of the first Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church in that part of the 
island. It was a matter of congratulation to every 
one who valued the religious ordinances of their 
Church, to witness a day like that—to be present 
on such an extraordinary occasion. They had 
long neglected to bnild a house for the service of

Parliament; and one should. therefore look into 
the Royal Speech at the opening of @tvh Session 
for some mention, however slight, of the various 
subjects which then call for legislation In Order to 
the well being of “an,empire um si the sun 
never sets.” Whereyer there is a Bitish depen- 
dency, there to # certainty the colonists complain 
of grievancer, which they have not themselves any 
power to redress, : Considering the great variety 
uf the distant communities forming part of the 
British dominions, the small allowance of self-go. 
vernmeut permitted to any of them, and the de. 
fects inherent to Government from along distance, 
it is not to be questioned that a legislative body 
sitting in London and charged with Bgislating for 
the Coloniee, might find ample oc@patiou from 
year’s end to year’s end without attending to any 
oiner matter. If it were true, therg@ore, as some 
say, that the Imperial Cabinetand Pariamentsuffici- 
ently attend to Colunial affaire, aggood half of 
every Royal Speech would be devoted to Colonial 
subjects.
